"Tba aanual appropriation baa 
been too amall and after it has baaa 
shaved down by the govamaaat," 
Oapt. Lewta explained, "the Intarior 
rivacs get little or nothing. This 
small appropriation for tha Ohio will 
do a world of good, but there yet 
ramalna a great deal to do In the 
way of improvementa and Iha peo- 
ple should demand that the gov- 
ernment make a large appropriation 
for the Interior rivers. Thla ean not 
j he made too strong by the press, be- 
! cause it Is going to be Ukan up ail 
over the country and wotlMd to the 
^ bone. 

'•The greater portloa of the ap- 
propriation goea to tba harbors In 
the east, west and south, and also 
on the lakes, and when the govern- 
ment gets through apilttiag it up. 
the IntaHor rlvara gat but little. 
What tha intarior men Intend to do 
is to gat alter tlia government good 
and strong and rogke it sa« that the 
Inland rivers are Josl as important 
to the commercial success of the' 
country as tha outaida harbors," 

Tha only reason that Capt, Bar- 
rett has not begun work on tha dikes 
before now la that the rivar baa been 
unusually high for thla aoaaon of 
the year, and ha has had to wait for 
low water. He is an eapara ia thailae 
and needless lo say will giva tba gov- 
ernment as good and quick a job as 
It could posatbly get. 

The dikea will practically enable 
boats to run between Paducnh and 
Cairo the year round. Frequently the 
river gets so low between here and 
Cairo that even the Kinnllest boats 
cannot run, completely suspendldg 
navigation from here to Cairo. When 
the dikes are completed this will 
likely be a thing of the past, and 
Itoats can run the year around. 

In another year or two a dike 
will likely be built at Ogdaa's Land- 
ing also which will furthar banellt 
the Ohio betwaan Paducak and Cai- 
ro.
